St. Petersburg April 27—Tic cersors 


committee have not given out the 
dispatches

regarding the 


movements of the Japanese arjo-°3 the 
Talu river. It was intimated that in- 
formation had been received that the 
Japanese had crossed the riv^r, but 
this was accompanied by a statement 
that the success of the enemy should 
in no sense be regarded as an imuort- 
ant victory, the Russians having no 
intention of vigorously contesting the 


ssage, their plan being to annoy the 


enemy as much as possible. 


It was evident from the dispatches 


received here that in order to render 
r, crossing feasible the Japanese made 
a feint on Tatuns Kau, while the 
troops actually crossed some miles up 
the river near Tchan^fljiou. Two com- 
panies were first thrown into Man- 
churia and unquestionably entrenched, 
and immediately under the cover of 
their suns re-enforcements crossed. 


It is regarded as probable that v.-hen 


these troops are in sufficient numbers 
they will march along the Manchunan 
bank of the Yalu in tho direction of 
Antuug, near which lies the road on 
which the advance can continue to 
Feng Poang Tchang, here the firs', de- 
termined stand of the Russians will 
bo made.

her arms, but her father overtook her 
a short distance from the house, threw 
ler to the ground and shot her in the 
ace. He then went to the home or 
Mathias Klingaman, wnere he attempt- 
ed to shoot Mrs. Klingaman, alleging 
hat Mrs. Klingaman had been 
the 


:au£G of a great deal of his trouble 
with his wife. 


Mr. and Mrs. Klingaman were sitting 


at the dinner table when he entered. 
He aimed at tl-e woman, but her hus- 
band struck him with a chair, knock- 
ing him down. He then took the pis- 
tol from him. Mornson left the Kling- 
aman home and went "back to the vil- 
lage, ^rfiere he proceeded to hitch up 
his team. While he was hitchirg, pa- 
pers were made out by a local justice 
and an arrest followed. 


Both women died within a few min- 


utes after they were shot. Considera- 
ble excitement was manifested on the 
streets last night, but riding was not 
attemped.

RELATED BY 


JOSEPH GRIFFITH. 


Officer Tells of a Thrilling Experience 


and Odd Romance That Occurred 


Just 50 Years Ago 


Ex-Marshal Joseph Griffith related an 
interesting reminiscence of his remark- 
able career, during a conversation on 
Wednesday with a couple of men on 
the west side of the square. 


On th'e 27th day of April. 1851, just 


50 years ago, it was discovered that 
three houses in Newark had been bur- 
glarized during the night before. Sam- 
uel Parr, then sheriff, and James Wiley 
and uncle of the present commissioner 
of public service, at that lime consta- 
ble, got track of the burglar and traced 
him to Columbus. They knew him to 
be a man named Morgan, alias Jones, 


:tnd he was finally located in the Scio- 


hotel, in Columbus, and prepara- 


tions made to effect- his capture. In 
this Griffith, who then, lived in Colum- 


bus, 
and a policeman of that city by 


the name cf Cyrus Beebe, assisted. 


Morgan 
offered 
to surrender an;l 


came out of one of the rooms armed 
with two pistols, which he pointed ac 
his would be captors with the com- 
mand to stand back. Beebe was clos- 
est to him and took hold of the- bur- 
glar frcm behind, 
when tl-e 
latter 


pointed a pistol over his shoulder and 
;hot the officer who died in an hour or 
two, Morgan making bis escape. 


He was captured nearly five years 


later in the pineries 
of Wisconsin, 


brought to Ohio for trial and received 
a life sentence. 


He served 17 years of it and was 


then pardoned. A daughter of Beebe 
visited her father's slayer regularly 
while in prison and when he was re- 
leased they were marrisd, left Coum- 
bus, and finally Griffith Jest all trace 


of them.

Cities Divider! Into Two Classes With 


Optional Plan For Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus, Toledo and Day- 
ton—Small Hoards For All Other 
Districts—Maximum Levy of Twelve 
Mills For School Purposes. 


Columbus, O. — (Special) — Per- 


haps the most 
important law en- 


acted by the Seventy-sixth general 
assembly was the school code. It is a 
certainty that no piece of legislation 
:,o interested the legislators. 
There 


can not be much doubt that a good 
code was enacted, lor the proposition 
consumed a major portion of the lat- 
er part of tho session. The interests 
of the public schools were championed 
)y every man in both houses, anJ 
while all did not get what they want- 
ed, the general result is very satis- 
'actory. 


A comprehensive summary of the 


aw is given herewith: 


o 


The maximum school levy is 


fixed at 12 mills. 


Villages, special'districts and 


townships shall have a board of 
five, elected at large. A sub-di- 
rector, with 
only 
suggestige 


power, is provided for the town- 
ships. In villages the board ap- 
points the teachers upon the 
recommendation of the superin- 
tendent. 


Cities are divided into two 


classes. 


The GG cities with a popula- 


tion of less than 50,000 are or- 
ganized with a board of not less 
than three nor more than seven 
elected at large. 


In the five large cities, Cleve- 


land, Cincinnati, Columbus. To- 
ledo and Dayton, the elastic or 
option plan will prevail. 


This provides for a board of 


not less than two nor more than 
seven elected at large and not 
less than two nor more than 30 
elected 
by subdisfricts. This 


permits Cincinnati to retain its 
large board of 32 and Cleveland 
can have a board of seven, as* 
BOW, but at least two must be 
elected by -subdistricts. 


The city 'districts are empow- 


ered to employ a business di- 
rector, elected by the board. 
This is permissive. 
The super- 


intendent is elected lor five 
years. He appoints the teach- 
ers, subject to confirmation by 
the board. 
No teacher can be 


elected for a longer term than 
four years. The superintendent 
discharges, but teachers may 
appeal to the board. 


In cities below 50,000 the 


present board decides the num- 
ber of members for the future 
board 
This decision stands UE-' 


til the next federal census. In 
the five larger cities the present 
board decides the number and 
also what proportion shall be 
elected at large and how many 
from wards. 


This means that in Columbus 


the present board of education 
decides -.vhether Columbus shall 
have a small board of five, three 
elected at large and two by sub- 
districts, a board of 12 by sub- 
districts and two at large, or go 
the full limit and elect GO by 
subdistricts and seven at large 


The new board is to be elect- 


ed in November. 


*

The bill carries the greatest number 


of words, by a long ways, of any meas- 
ure introduced this year. Many of the 
features of the new law are identical 
with the present statutes, but it was 
necessary to incorporate them in the 
newly-enacted measure. 


The provisions of the new code are 


covered in the following epitome of 
the law: 


Not later thaa July 1 nest the pres- 


ent city school legislative body shall 
pass a resolution fixing the number 
of members in accordance with the 
act. and subdivide the city into sub- 
districts, to l>e composed of adjacent 
and compact territory. The lines of

The board of education, which has 


or may create a teachers' pension 
fund, may contribute to that fund not 
to exceed 2 per cent of the sross re- 
ceipts of the board raised by taxation. 


The boaid of education of village 


school districts shall consist of five 
members elected at large for a term 
of four years. The board of education 
of township school districts shall con- 
sist of five members elected at large 
for a term of four years. 


A township board of education may 


submit to the electors the question of 
centralization. 
If the proposition is 


lost there shall be no other vote for 
two years, and if carried it shall be 
effective for three j'-ars, and then 
only a majority vote against central- 
ization shall result in rc-establibhing 
the bubdistrict plan. 


In all township distiicts the schools 


of which are not centralized there 
shall be elected in each subdistrict 
on the second Monday in April, 1905, 
and annually thereafter, a school di- 
rector, who shall take charge of the 
schoolhouse and the property thereof, 
and on O"c7er of the board of educa- 
tion make repairs. 
He shall also be 


the school enumerator. He is to have 
no vote in the board of education and 
is practically a business manager. 


The board of education of a special 


school distiict shall, consist of five 
members and serve for four years. If 
pupils reside more than onfe and one- 
half miles from the special district 
ichoolhouse the board of education 
must 
furnish conveyance for such 


pupils. 


The board of education of every 


district shall provide a sinking lund 
for the extinguishment of its bonded 
indebtedness. This commission shall 
be composed of five members, appoint- 
d by the court of common pleas in 


the county in which the district is 
chiefly located, except that in city or 
village districts the sinking fund com- 
mission of the city or village may be 
the sinking fund commission for the 
school district. 


The 
board of education of any 


school district shall have authority to 
provide for the deposit of any or all 
moneys, but no bank shall be given 
more than ito paid-in capital, and in 
no event to exceed ?300.000 In school 
districts containing two or more 
banks competitive bids shall be re- 
ceived for the use of the school funds, 
and the interest must not be less than 
2 per cent 
If there is only one bank 


in a district the board may receive 
bids from banks outside, and if there 
is evidence of collusion any outside 
bank may be selected as depository. 


Boards of education are required to 


prescribe a graded course of study 
subject to the approval of the state 
sctool commissioner. 


An elementary sphool is defined as 


a school in -.yhicb. instruction and 
training are given in spelling, writ- 
ing, reading, arithmetic, English lan- 
guage, English grammar and composi- 
tion, geography, history of the United 
States, including civil government, 
physiology and hygiene; but nothing 
shall be construed as abridging the 
power of boards to cause instruction 
to be given in vocal music, drawing, 
elementary algebra. The elements of 
agriculture and other branches which 
they may dcein advisable for the best 
interests of the school under tieir 
charge. 


Present boards of education shall 


not employ a superintendent or teach- 
er for a term to extend beyond the 
school year ending Aug. 31, 1905. 


All teachers of the public schools 


may dismiss their schools to attend 
county institutes, and teachers are to 
be paid one week's additional salary 
for regular attendance at the institute. 


The board of education of any dis- 


'trict may expend not to exceed ?500 
annually for the instruction of teach- 
ers. 


All existing officers of boards of ed- 


ucation and school councils shall hold 
their respective offices until boards of 
education are elected and organized 
under the provisions of this act. 


Members of boards of education are 


to serve 
without salary.
